Hours of Sleep 


The High School Parent-Teachers' Association of Ann Har- 


bor, Mich., is seeking by novel means to see that pupils of that 
city get sufficient sleep. The association will ask _all parents to 
limit the number of organizations the pupils belong to and 
will ask that the bulk of the entertainments be confined to 
Friday and Saturday nights. 


The question of how much sleep the growing youth needs 


to properly nourish the body consequently arises. The avenige 
youth probably is a believer in the contention of Thomas A. 
Edison that too much sleep is not good, also that only about 
half of what is generally conceded to be sufficient in reality is 
needed. The Parent-Teachers' Association believes that stu- 
dents should get at least eight hours a night. 


The need of sleep varies in individuals quite as much as the 


quality of food demanded by different types differs. The mal- 
nourished child will be the gainer by between ten and twelve 
hours a night. The average youth would find eight hours suffi- 
cient'. Some, however, require more, some less. But much be- 
low this figure is dangerous for any growing child as it is, in 
fact, harmful even to adults.
